I'd make him 
acquainted with a thousand more 
Drake heirs."

Mellon Expected to Resign as 


Result of Compromise 


WASHINGTON—(United Press.) 


—Resignation of Secretary of the 
Treasury Mellon was teen as possi- 
ble in official quarters today as a 
result ot jUffegtetermlnation o£«aa- 
gress to enact the compromise tax 
bill. 


Leaders of both houses declare 


their intention of making the bill a 
law. In the last 48 hours a current 
of sentiment for the bill has set in, 
where before it had only lukewarm 
endorsement. 


While talk of a: -.eto by (lie presi- 


dent is still heard, based largely on 
the theory that the publicity pro- 
vision even as modified is still ex- 
tretnly distaseful to him, confidence 
is felt by Republicans that he will 
Bign it. 


Even should he veto It, belief is 


gaining ground that it could be 
passed over his veto, because of thc 
swelling enthusiasm for the meas- 
ure as finally drawn. 
MELLON'S POSITIOV 


Speculation as to Mellon's possi- 


ble resignation is based on the re- 
pudiation of his tax reduction pro- 
gram by congress and the belief that 
the bill will become a law, either by 
signature or passage over a veto. 


There has been talk in the sen- 


ate cloak rooms for ten da>g that 
Mellon is "sick of politics" and his 
position. 
Certain senators, w h o j 


claim to know Mellon's feelings ga^ 
that he is anxious to return to his 
many business interests which have 
been neglected during his term of 
office. 


If the president should choose to 


sign a bill, or if congress should 
pass over his veto a bill, which de- 
parts so far from the Mellon theory 
of taxation, these senators believe 
it would be "the last straw" and 
open the way for Mellon's resigna- 
tion. 


Chairman Smoot of the finance 


committee intends to get the con- 
ference report before the senate to- 
daj. If it is adopted the house will 
pass upon it tomorrow or Monday.

people themselves, and the employ- 
ers, contribute more to the govern- 
ment unemployment' inurance fund 
than the government itself does. For 
the last twelve months the fund has 
been composed by payments of 18,- 
000.000 pounds from the employers; 
16.000.000 from the .workers and 12,- 
500^000 from the go'ernmeat. 


These payments are compulsory. 


Under the law small, weekly deduc- 
tions, varying according to a pre- 
scribed scale, are made By the em- 
ployers fram each -workman's salary. 
The employer is at the same time 
assessed a larger percentage upon his 
payroll which he must turn over to 
the government, together with the 
deductions he had taken from 
the 


workers salaries. ' The government 
adds to this from the State funds a 
somewhat smaller sum than either of 
the other 
contributions—and 
this 


makes the money paid to the English, 
"out-of-worker."

ency of Britain or America in the 
field of international politics.

main reason Asiatic peoples have 
ceased to trust Japan is because 
this country, ashamed of associating 
lerself with other Asiatic nations, 
has been bent on following tbe lead 
o fthe Americans or British in all 
matters. 


"This being so, the abrogation of 


he Anglo-Japanese 
alliance 
was 


gratifying not only to the 
United 
States, but also to all eastern peo- 
ples, for it raised In the minds of 
tbe Indians. Persians, Turks 
and 


Afghans the hope that 
thereafter 


Japan would be able to give full 
play to her mission as an Asiatic 
country.1 However, it lemains to be 
seen whether Japan will live up to 
tbe hopes of her fellow Asiatics."
